Thams C. Timberlake, of 449 W.

While having 
his automobile tank replenished at a 
Colorado street filling station, the 
gasoline exploded, flashing into bis 
face and over his chest and hands 
and inflicting first and second degree 
bu rns.

His whole 
car was instantly wrapped in flames 
and Mr. Timberlake, with his clothes 
on fire and the shock and pain be¬ 
wildering him, started to run, when 
this young man grabbed him.' and 
threw him to the ground, rolling him 
over and over until the flames were 
extinguished. 

Mr. Timberlake was rushed to the 
city Emergency Hospital, where Or. 
J. H. Breyer gave him first aid. He 
was later removed to the Pasadena 
Hospital, where he is still under 
treatment. The latest reports are 
that he is doing very well indeed, and 
unless it should develop that he has 
inhaled some of the flames, he will 
be home within a. few days. 

The cause of the accident is a 
mystery. It is emphatically stated

In the absence of Mr. Mitchell, Mr. 
S. M. Karicofe is acting mayor. 

It was resolved to ask the Edison 
Company to clean up the globes on 
the street lights. The Edison people 
evidently have such a high opinion of 
Sierx-a Madre atmosphere that it has 
not dawned upon them that, even 
here, light globes do get dirty. The 
Trustees, while regretting that they 
might appear to have a less apprecia¬ 
tion of the peculiar claritv of this air 
than a soulless corporation, still felt 
that a little brighter illumination of 
this town was due the taxpayer. 

The plans submitted for the sub¬ 
division of the Churchill property 
were referred to City Engineer Mac¬ 
kerras for final adjustment regarding 
streets. The Trustees will not accept 
any subdivisions in which the streets 
are not improved with curbs, gutters 
and road surfacing.

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The Indomitable Spirit of Jack Norwood 

Wins Him Place in City's Hall of Fame 


FOR SALE 


Friends of Lt. Jack Norwood have 
received a long letter from him giving 
more details as to his last operation, 
reported in the News of August 5. 

Lt. Norwood wrote from Shaugh- 
nessey Military Hospital, Vancouver, 
saying that the surgeons had told him 
there is no possibility of removing the 
piece of shrapnel which is pressing on 
his heart, that it is inaccessible, and 
that he had best resign himself to en¬ 
dure the constant pain and live as 
long as he can. 

This is the tenth time he has gone 
on the operating table and eight pieces 
of steel and three pieces of bone have 
been removed, but two pieces of steel 
remain and one of them is in such a 
position that it causes constant pain 
and death may come at any moment. 

Lt. Norwood lived in Sierra Madre 
for over a year before going north for 
this treatment, staying with the 
Thomas Hendersons, whom he has 
known practically all his life. He is 
such a quiet, unassuming person that 
no one would learn from him that he 
is one of those heroes from our sister 
country of the north whose bravery 
made the world ring in those awful 
first days of the Great War. 

He was living in the little town of 
Sherbrook, Province of Quebec, when 
the rumblings in Europe disturbed the 
peace of this continent and he an¬ 
nounced that if the mother country 
declared war. he would enlist the first 

day- . 


duty off the south coast of England. 
Enlisting in that service was practi¬ 
cally the same as joining a suicide 
club. The English air service was 
terribly short of men at that period 
and they took for scout duty any one 
who had the nerve to volunteer and 
who had enough of a body left to han¬ 
dle the plane. Jack Norw'ood jumped 
at the chance and he served as an 
aeroplane patrol and scout until the 
armistice. 

Twice more he was wounded, once 
being shot down and crashing two 
thousand feet. How he escaped in¬ 
stant death is one of the mysteries of 
human endurance. Hut the jolt and 
shaking up he received caused some of 
the shrapnel which had been sewed up 
in his body to shift position, one 
piece was pushed against the heart 
and he has had no relief from pain 
since then. 

out pain could not keep him in the 
hospital and he was back in his plane 
as soon as he was able to be out of 
bed. He remained in active service 
until the spring of 1920, a record of 
tive years and ten months at the time 
of his discharge. 

He went back to his home, that lit¬ 
tle town of Sherbrook, which had sent 
over two hundred of her boys to fight 
for the safetv of the empire, and he 
was one of the four who came back. 
The others are resting in France for¬ 
ever. And his townspeople had pre¬ 
pared a great welcome for him for 
they had loved him before he went 
away and there were so few to whom 
they could say, “Welcome Home!” 

So there was a band at the station 
and a big crowd to greet their return¬ 
ed hero, but when the train stopped, 
instead of the trim officer with his 
flying insignia, just plain Jack r.o.- 
wood in civilian clothes stepped off. 

He never 


all his life and the dear familiar faces 
showed the grief and strain of those 
awful '-ears and in the eyes he saw 
the ache and the longing which could 
never be healed, and so poor Jack, 
with an ache in his own heart and a 
lump he simply couldn’t swallow in 
his throat, stammered out some bro¬ 
ken sentences about how bravely all 
the boys had fought and how- then- 
people could be everlastingly proud or 
each of them, and sat down. He said 
afterward that looking in those faces, 
he simply could not tell them of what 
their loved ones had endured and suf¬ 
fered. 

Then, determined to get well if it 
were humanly possible, he came to 
California and to Sierra Madre. This 
town and the people in it won his heart 
from the first and he made innnum- 
erable friends. He took an active in¬ 
terest in everything that went on here 
and, when he started for the hospital 
at Vancouver, he said that tlie 
tnought of the operation didn’t bother 
him but he hated to leave this town. 

He left word for the Firemen’s Club 
that he knew they would succeed and, 
that when he came back in November 
he expected to find them housed in 
their line new building. 

For the indomitable spirit which 
carried him through the long years of 
the war is as strong as ever in tne 
battered body of Jack Norwood. If 
nothing can help him, nothing can, but 
he is going to get all he can out oi 
life while he still lives, and he is com¬ 
ing here to do it.

The Montreal papers published the 
declaration of war in the morning, but 
the news didn’t reach the people of 
Sherbrook till the night train came in, 
so Jack had to postpone enlisting to 
the second day. That delay worried 
him more than anything else connect¬ 
ed with his service. 

He was promptly sent over seas, be¬ 
ing one of that first glorious company 
of Colonials who held the enemy 
against overwhelmin' 1 - odds. In 1916, 
a sergeant in a Canadian infantry- 
regiment, he received the wound 
which is still giving him so much trou¬ 
ble and which ultimately will kill 
him. Shrapnel blew in his back and 
side and he was expected to die. 

He is of the stuff which won’t suc¬ 
cumb and he got well. While in the 
hospital fretting to get back to h?s 
regiment, the doctors told him he wan 
disqualified for active service tnd tbai 
they would send him home. That did 
not appeal to him at all. He raved 
that he never would go home and 
leave the comrades with whom he had 
endured so much, he swore he would 
find'some way to keep in the service. 

Finally they told him he could enlist 
in the lloyal Flying Corps for scout

Upper Sacramento Valley, broke 
lorili in violent eruption in 1914, 
ami lias been sporadically active 
ever since. Its activity appears to 
be on the decline again, however, 
and it will perhaps return to a 
dormant stage for another cen¬ 
tury or two. f 

From a climatic standpoint Cal¬ 
ifornia presents many contrasts 
also. In some respects it is abso¬ 
lutely unique among the States. 

The highest natural air tempera¬ 
ture ever recorded on the earth 
occurred in Death Valley on July- 
10, 1913, when 134 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit was registered. This was 
not a temperature recorded in the 
hot sunshine, but was a true air 
temperature obtained from a

Mount Whitney, in Inyo County, 
altitude 14,502 feet, is the highest 
point in the Union. 

Death Valley, though it has not 
yet been surveyed, is thought to 
contain places lower than 400 feet 
below sea level, making the deep¬ 
est depression in the United 
States. 

A vast portion of the State is 
included in the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, a large part oi' which 
area is more than a mile above 
the sea. 

On the other hand, an area 
larger than the State of Rhode Is¬ 
land is below the level of the sea 
in Imperial Valley, near the Mex¬ 
ican border. 

In this valley there was formed 
about ten years ago a new inland 
lake the Salto n Sea, when the 
Colorado River escaped from its 
usual channel and spilled into the 
depression. 

The larger part of the wonder¬ 
fully fertile Imperial Valley 
would have been submerged had 
not engineers hastily built new 
banks for the Colorado River and 
returned its course southward 
again, with an outlet in the Gulf 
of Califoria. 

The State is unique, too, in 
that it has within its borders the 
only active volcano in the United 
States. Lassen Peak, in Tehama 
County, at the eastern edge of the 


facilities for marketing the fruit in 
tlie shape of bonded agents work¬ 
ing under salary in the principal 
markets. The central exchange also 
furnishes daily market reports and 
other information. Grower members 
are prohibited from selling and de¬ 
livering fruit outside the associa- 
tion. Growers may withdraw from 
the association at the end of any 
year. 

Some persons have made fortunes 
in citrus fruit, while many others 
have lost money. Others would 
have lost money had it not been 
for the timely advance in the value 
of the land for residence or other 
purposes. 

Any person, however, with suffi¬ 
cient capital, a reasonable know¬ 
ledge of horticultural operations, 
and ordinarily »-ood business judg¬ 
ment, who is industrious and perse¬ 
vering,, may expect to make a good 
profit by raising citrus fruits, pro¬ 
vided he or she pays attention to 
the following points: 

1. Select a location in a proved 
citrus district reasonably free from 
frosts and winds and within haul¬ 
ing distance from a packing house. 

2. Select a deep soil easy to work, 
fertile, well drained, and drive a 
good bargain for it. 

3. Be sure of an ample supply of 
good water to which the land has an 
inalienable right. 

4. Secure good strong trees free 
from scale which have been propa¬ 
gated from carefully selected buds 
of standard varieties. The standard 
varieties in California are few in 
number. They are: Naval and 
Valencia oranges, Eureka and Lis¬ 
bon lemons, Marsh seedless pomelo 
and Dane- tangerine. 

5. Plant the trees properly, using

There are about 10,- 
000 citrus growers, the 
average holding being, therefore, 
about twenty acres. The annual 
shipments are now about 50 000 
cars, or 21,500,000 boxes, being ap¬ 
proximately one-sixth of the world’s 
supply. 

Citrus fruits are grown in favor¬ 
able localities from San Diego 
County to Shasta County. The 
localities are in the order of present 
importance: (I) the area inclosed 
in and adjacent to a triangle drawn 
through Pasadena, Redlands and 
Santa Ana; (2) the eastern foothills 
of Tulare County; (3) Ventura and 
Santa Barbara Counties; (4) San 
Diego County; (5) Butte County. 
There are a great many smaller 
areas scattered through the State 
which are well suited to citrus 
fruits. The industry is older in 
Southern California and there the 
lands and water have been further 
developed and prices of land and 
water are much higher than in the 
central and northern parts of the 
State. 

Orange trees which have been 
properly grown should yield 350 to 
400 packed boxes, or a car per acre, 
after twelve years old. Lemons will 
yield about one-third to one-half 
more tonnage ner acre than oran¬ 
ges. 

About 75 per eent of the fruit is 
sold through a very well organized 
co-operative selling agency known 
as the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange. The grower buys stock 
in proportion to his acreage in a 
local packing-house which is owned 
and operated by an association of 
growers. Several associations to¬ 
gether form a district exchange, 
which orders cars, ships the fruit 
and distributes the returns. All of 
the district exchanges belong to the 
central exchange, which furnishes

the high Sierras. An authentic 
California record of 40 degrees 
below zero is included in the Gov¬ 
ernment archives. 

During midsummer, California 
Jias the distinction of containing 
the coolest place near sea level in 
the whole United States. From 
daily weather records maintained 
by about 4500 Weather Bureau 
stations throughout the Union, 
Point Reyes, about twenty miles 
north of San Francisco, is the 
coolest spot during July and Aug¬ 
ust. 

During these months the aver¬ 
age temperature there is about 
54 degrees. During the hottest 
part oi the day the thermometer 
does not often rise above 60 de¬ 
grees. 

The coolness is explained by 
and is bathed in almost perpetual 
log during summer by the brave 
west winds drawn eastward 
through the Golden Gate by the 
heated interior valleys. The 
weather observer at Point Reyes 
sometimes does not see the sun 
for three or four successive weeks 
during midsummer. Moreover, 
wind velocities of 60 miles per 
hour are commonplace, and gales 
exceeding 100 miles per hour 
have been recorded there. 

While Point Reyes looks attrac¬ 
tive as a summer resort on ac¬ 
count of its low temperatures, it 
will never compete with Los An¬ 
geles beaches in this respect. 

Prolonged fog is most depress¬ 
ing, and one cannot stand erect 
in a sixty-mile gale. Besides be¬ 
ing the coolest place in midsum¬ 
mer, Point Reyes is also the wind¬ 
iest spot near sea level in the 
United States. 

Sunshine, without which agri¬ 
culture could not prosper, and 
even human beings could not long 
survive, is, however, one of Cali¬ 
fornia’s important assets. For the 
Southwest, including the States 
of California, Arizona and New 
Mexico, enjoys more sunshine 
than any other region in North 
America. 

The interior valleys of Califor¬ 
nia receive almost unbroken sun¬ 
shine during the summer, while 
in Southern California there is 
scarcely a single day in an entire 


great care not to let the sun strike 
the bare roots. 

6. Care for the trees personally 
and conscientiously in regard to cul¬ 
tivation, irrigation, fertilization and 
pruning. 

7. Prevent scale insects and dis¬ 
eases from gaining a foothold. 

8. Join a local marketing associa¬ 


tion and co-operate with the neigh¬ 
bors in frost-fighting, insect and 
disease control, and in other ways 
for the general good of the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

9. Write freely to the College of 
Agriculture for advice and enroll 
for the Correspondence course on 
citrus fruits.

. ■ _ • ILK goats are kept for 
K, |V1 three main purposes. 

For family milk sup- 
jgL, jfe- ply, for the raising or 
breeding stock and for 
the production of milk 
*■ or cneese lor the mar- 
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Milk is usually sold to hospitals 
or to private families lor invalid 
or infant feeding. It is evaporated 
and canned by a California linn and 
sold to drug stores for the above 
purposes. 

For the family milk supply two 
does bred to treshen at dillerent 
times in tile year may be depended 
upon to furnish a constant milk 
supply of from one to three or lour 
quarts a day. Vvnen goat's milk is 
retailed for hospital or infant feed 
mg the usual price is from 20 to 
30 cents a quart. 

Cheese is made on a commercial 
scale only in a very small way. 

The three leading breeds of milk 
goats are the Toggenberg, Saanen 
and Angle-Nubian. Common goats 
or grades of the above breeds con¬ 
stitute the greater number. 

Pure bred goats sell at prices 
ranging from $75 to $1000 each; 
grades from $15 to $90 each, or 
even more in the case of mature 
does of known high production. 

Does may be fed upon clean 
vegetable waste from the kitchen, 
and upon such volunteer growth as 
may be available in backyard, lawn 
or vacant lots. This feed should be 
supplemented by hay and grain to 
such an extent as to insure a con¬ 
stant supply of nourishing feed. Or¬ 
dinarily commercial grain feeds, 
such as barley, oats, bran, dried 
beet pulp or commercial mixed 
feeds, may be fed to advantage. 

The following would be suitable 
grain rations:

In the case of raising pure-bred 
stock for sale, one should keep au¬ 
thentic records of milk production, 
as values are based upon such rec¬ 
ords as in the ease of dairy cattle. 
A high class pure-bred doe should 
give at least a gallon of milk a clay 
during the flush of her milking 
period. 

Young stock may be raised on 
rough hill pastures not suitable for 
the grazing of larger animals, lhe 
goats make use of browse to a larg¬ 
er extent than other animals, mak¬ 
ing brush available for their use. 

The period of gestation in goats 
is, like that of sheep, approximately 
five months. While does will breed 
at much younger age, it is counted 
the hest nraetice to have them 
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ground, fitted with comfort stations, 
fire places and tables for the con¬ 
venience of the camper, may tie 
used as headquarters; or, if so in¬ 
clined, we may seek accomodations 
at Glen Alpine, Fallen Leaf Lodge, 
or other of the various famous re¬ 
sorts in this vicinity. 

From our camp it is an easy run 
to Lake Tahoe, the first glimpse of 
which was vouchsafed to the pioneer 


the road winds up Virginia Canyon, 
over a summit (to the east of 
which lies Bodie of early-day 
fame), and down Bridgeport 
Canyon to Mono Lake, an alkaline 
body of water covering nearly one 
hundred thousand acres, at an ele¬ 
vation of 6426 feet above the sea. 

Neglecting the Lundy Silver and 
June Lakes—good fishing grounds 
all—we turn west from Mono Lake 
and climbing steadily un Lee Vin- 
ing Creek, by Ellery and Tioga 
lakes, over the State road and to 
Tioga Pass, we enter, at an eleva¬ 
tion of nearly 10,000 feet, the Yo- 
semite Park. And here, after reg¬ 
istering and securing the necessary 
permit, we enjoy to the utmost an¬ 
other of the wonderlands of the 
West. 

Leaving the summit we pass 
through Tuolumne Meadows and 
farther on skirt the shores of Lake 
Tenaya. Crossing the boundary 
of the Yosemite and entering the 
Stanislaus National Forest we 
pass, when near the South Fork of 
the Tuolumne River, a side road 
which leads north to the Hetch 
Hetchy Valley, the location of San 
Francisco’s future water supply. 

Reaching the bridge across the 
South Fork it is possible either to 
turn southeast to the Yosemite Val¬ 
ley by way of Crane Flat and the 
Tuolumne Grove of Big Trees or to 
continue west and descend to the 
San Joaquin Valley by wav of 
Groveland and Chinese Camp. We 
leave the* Yosemite Valley by the 
south over the Wawona .road and 
by way of Mariposa and so down 
again to the Sacramento Valley.

ET’S journey through 
2 the land of the Pony 
5 Express, that daring 

_J venture which, though 

a financial failure, yet 
forms one of the 
West’s most precious 
traditions for pluck, 
courage and daring. 

Even now, with modern convey¬ 
ances and first-class roads, the 
pleasure seeker will hardly make 
better time than did Harry Rolf— 
who, on April 3, 1860, mounted his 
snow-white horse at Sacramento, 
and made the initial run through 
Folsom to Placerville, a distance of 
fifty-five miles, in two hours and 
forty-live minutes. Upon reaching 
this historic spot—the Hangtown of 
the old mining days.—Roff's run was 
over, but for us it has just begun. 

Stopping for a minute to pro¬ 
cure road maps and fishing licenses 


A few miles beyond we follow a 
canyon paralleling the West Walk¬ 
er River—a locality made famous 
by the Walker party—a band of 
forty hardy exploring trappers 
from Salt Lake who, in 1833 were 
the second party to cross the Sier¬ 
ras westward. Here, too, John 
Bidwell and his party of thirty- 
two, including one woman and child, 
after resting from their lone' trip, 


with but three poor oxen left for 
food, succeeded after a struggle 
lasting thirteen long days—October 
17 to 30, 1841—-in crossing that last 
and seemingly insurmountable bar¬ 
rier, the Sierras. 

We, however, after a pleasant 
stop at one of the West Walker’s 
beautiful camp grounds, and an 
enjoyable mess of its famous trout, 
continue our journey (with such 
wanderings to the many adjacent 
streams and lakes, so delightful to 
the angler as our time will permit) 
to Bridgeport. Beyond Bridgeport 


and explorer, Fremont, on February 
14, 1844, while making what has 
been described as “the most perilous 
crossing of the Sierras yet attempt¬ 
ed.” 

At last, with Tallac as our point 
of departure and with visions of 
the Yosemite and new debghts be 
fore us, we resume our journey. 
Beyond Gardnerville, which is 
reached either by Carson City or 
direct by the Kingsbury grade, the 
road leads through an open moun¬ 
tainous country and crosses back 
into California at Alkali Lake.
